The cast was well chosen and, in 
general, played their parts well. 
Martin Wedfern, as Bill Oakes, 
was a little stiff at first, and al- 
though he improved, never seemed 
to be completely relaxed in the 
part. The same could be said, to a 
lesser extent, of Lucia Nyenhuis 
who played the part of Sally 
Oakes, his wife, although she did 
settle into her part more easily. 
Cari Pride gave an excellent por- 
trayal of the forceful Aunt Elsie 
and truly dominated the show. The 
minor roles of Maisy and Fred 
Collins, the reluctant neighbours, 
were quite well played by Ruts 
Crites and Dale Ells. 

The technical production was ex- 
cellent with a well furnished stage 
and good sound and lighting effects. 
The Juniors are to be congratul- 
ated on their fine performance.

SOCCER 

Mac's Soccer Team Swamps Loyola 6-0; 
Prior to Championship game on 
Saturday Nov. 7th. 

On Saturday 31st October the Mac Aggies Soccer team 
gave Loyola a display in the fine arts of Soccer. 

At the start of the game Loyola looked very dangerous 
indeed but the indecisiveness of their forwards and their lack 
of finish robbed them of many a chance to score, although the 
ball was in Mac's territory for the greater part of the first half. 

Towards the end of the first half the Macdonald team 
shoved off their apathy and settled dow to play a really good 
game. Five minutes before the end of the half Liebmann dribbled 
from the right wing into the goal area. The Loyola goal keeper 
rushed from his goal and attempted to smother the ball from 
his boot. Wily Frank neatly steered it past him for Skinner's 
shot into the empty goal. (Mac 1-0.) 

During the second half Mac became really constructive. 
All the movements of the forwards developed neatly into a 
championship combination. The team pla^^ed as they never did 
before and the score showed it. The ball left Loyola's half of the 
field on only two or three occasions, so mercilessly did Mac 
press them. 

Liebmann made the score 2-0 for Mac after play had been 
resumed for about 12 minutes. 

About 5 minutes later Burnside scored with a first time 
shot from a corner kick by Mayers. Mac 3-0. 

Mac's forwards seemed to understand one another for 
the first time. The inside man interchanged positions with the 
wingers very often when the half-backs made long upfield 
passes. Their opponents were so completely baffled and out of 
position that it took very little effort to find the goal. It was 
from just such a movement that brought our next goal by 
Saben. (Mac 4, Loyola 0.) 

Loyola were immediately robbed of the ball at the kick 
off and some wing to wing passing by Mac's forwards carried 
the ball right into Loyola's territory. An accurate Holmes 
centre saw Saben score again with a hard clear first-time shot. 
(Mac 5-0). 

Mac had some exciting moments during one of the in- 
frequent Loyola attacks. Sadeek saved a shot at goal and some- 
how lost the ball in the mud. The Loyola forwards immediately 
pounced on it and commenced a barrage of shots at the goal. 
But Mac's stalwart defenders had formed a line across the goal 
mouth and the ball did not get past them. By this time Sadeek 
had recovered. Jolly passed to him and he booted the ball up- 
field where it belonged. 

From a Loyola corner kick in Mac's area Emery got 
possession of the ball and booted it immediately to Burnside who 
was waiting at the halfway line. Burnside made a brilliant solo 
run into Loyola's goal area, beat the backs and scored with a 
magnificient kick. (Mac 6-0). 

Mac's forward line kept the Loyola goalie busy thereafter 
but no more goals resulted. 

The final whistle saw the score Macdonald 6, Loyola 0. 

The team played very well on the whole. Courtney and 
Jolly were as usual, exceptionally good. The defence was sound 
and the half line cooperated well with the forwards who played 
a tricky, fast and aggressive game.

First Championship in Eleven Years Within Sight 

MAC HANDS BISHOP'S 21-0 SHUTOUT 

Macdonald Aggies turned in their third shutout in four 
successive league victories by downing Bishop's Gaitors 21-0 
at Lennoxville last Saturday. Many Mac students who journey- 
ed down for the game saw the Aggies at their best, especially 
in the first half when they appeared unmatched. 

Early in the game Bob Davidson missed on a field goal 
attempt but gave Mac a one point lead. Not long after however, 
Jim Beatt carried around the right end from the Bishop's one 
yard line to give the Green team its first touchdown and from 
there on they never looked back. 

Towards the end of the first half it was Beatt again on a 
left side off-tackle play for eight yards into the Bishop's end- 
zone. Davidson's convert was good for a 14-0 score at the end 
of the first half. 

About midway through the third quarter, Mac missed an- 
other field goal try to add another point and then late in the 
quarter, Portch went over from the one yard line after an im- 
pressive downfield match by the Aggies. The final quarter saw- 
neither team scoring leaving Mac up 21-0. 

Tomorrow afternoon some thirty stalwarts of the Mac- 
donald gridiron will be hosting Loyola Warriors here at Mac 
in what proves to be the deciding game of the Ottawa St. 
Lawrence Football Conference **B" Championship. 

Both the Warriors and Mac have been undefeated in league 
play to date going into the final with 8 points apiece. Last 
weekend Macdonald handed Bishop's its second loss of the 
season to the Aggies, with a 21-0 score while Loyola shaded 
St. Pat's of Ottawa 6-1. 

Should Macdonald win tomorrow's game, it will be the 
first time in eleven years that Mac has fielded a championship 
team. Loyola were last year's victors, rejoining the league in 
'58 after having withdrawn three years previous. 

Statistically the teams match up pretty evenly. Loyola 
holds a slight edge in scoring with 116 for and 1 against. Mac- 
donald record stands at 113 points for and 6 against. You may 
remember the only score against Mac was a 65 yard touchdown 
run by Bishop's back on Oct. 17. 

Missing from the Mac line-up for the third consecutive 
week will be half-l3ack Bruce Beatty, out with a shoulder in- 
jury; Austin Carpenter with a fractured instep and tackle Bob 
McHarg with a back injury. Otherwise the Aggies should be 
in top shape, although possibly a bit weary after two successive 
games on muddy fields. As in past games, completely separate 
offensive and defensive teams will probably be fielded by coach 
Bob Pugh in an effort to keep up the continuous drive necessary 
against a squad such as Loyola. 

From all apparent vifews, the game played here at Mac will 
pit two of the most evenly matched teams that have played in 
this conference for years. Both teams promise to be up for the 
game, both playing their best football, and trying their hardest. 

We of the Failt-Ye Times wish to express the opinions of 
the entire college to the Mac Football team. "Boys, we know 
you can do it", and we will all be there to cheer you on to 
victory.

The Simplon Pass 

The highv^^ay wound precariously upward, executing hairpin turns 
along the edges of the cliffs. Two people stood in silence in the road- 
way. Although each was experiencing considerable apprehension, 
neither was quite sure exactly what it was he feared. 

Black, windswept Alpine crags completely surrounded and dwarfed 
these two dumb souls and far above them snow lay deep on the 
peaks. A cumbersome and antiquated Opel was parked on the shoulder 
of the narrow road, the radiator having conveniently blown its top. 
Darkness was less than an hour away. 

The occupants of the car, thousands of miles from home, had never 
encountered a range of hills greater than the Canadian Laurentians.

The legendary castles along the Rhine, the lilt of a Strauss 
waltz rising from a cafe above the vineyards, the intoxicating gaiety 
of the wine festivals, the painting and architecture, and the marvellous 
"joie de vivre" of the people all proclaimed what a Greek tragedian 
had written centuries before — that "wanders are many, but none, 
none is more wonderous than man." 

And then there was that night in the Alps. How pitiful those 
words sounded them, echoing on the wind among the lonely crags. 
How small and vulnerable and weak is man when he is alone and far 
from city lights, in a place he has never known. 

And yet — must it not have been like that at the dawn of civiliz- 
ation, when our ancestors climbed slowly out of the darkness? And 
if we are bent on destroying our civilization now, will it not as surely 
be like that once again, when our descendants will just as steadily 
climb from the darkness we bequeath them? 

The question remains unanswered, but with the morning it was 
good to leave the solitude of the mountains, to descend into the Italian 
sunshine.

(1) Check the manufactures — 
perhaps you might work a money 
back guarantee, or at least a six 
month warranty. 

(2) Compare the style with 
competing models. 

(3) Watch the annual up keep 
and depreciation — remember the 
more elaborate models depreciate 
faster but they do have a slightly 
higher trade in value. 

(4) Be sure the outside paint 
and fixtures do not conceal an in- 
ferior product underneath. 

(5) Check the chassis its a 
long hard road so we want our 
model to be able to take the bumps 
and grinds. 

(6) Check the upholstery for 
flaws — padding, tucks, pleats, 
etc. that might give way after the 
break-in period. 

(7) Last but not least make 
damn sure you can drive it ! ! !
